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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-13 and 15-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., Rosenberg, as submitted by Applicants in the 
Remarks, pp. 9-11, fails to teach or suggest the following features, when taken in 
combination with the remaining features of the independent claim: 

activating or deactivating a plurality of breakpoints of the at least one type by a single 
action that causes a condition referred to in the conditional instruction to be fulfilled, 

debugging the computer program code based at least in part on the single action; and 
storing predefinable conditions including the condition referred to in the conditional 
instruction and one or more additional conditions in a data array (currendy amended 
claim 1). Since Claims 12 and 23 recite a computer system and a computer 
program product version of claim 1, respectively, these claims are thus 
allowable the same reasons.
